Now I've lived and Dxed in over a half dozen California locations 
using a 1943 ivational NC-175 which is every bit as i de as that little Hailicraft- 
ers Meee shistle you use. But somehow I just can't pull in the TPs and SAs the way 
you do. ‘While on the high (2,400 feet) Mojave Desert a year ago I pulled in Colobians 
(two) on your tips but couldn't get a single TP other than Hawaii weakly, <A few years 
previous on the south shore of Monterey Bay at Carmel I heard many Japs and XFAR Fair~ 
panks was alvost a nightly visitor after 10 p.m. PST, but no Southern or Evst Coast ~ 
Stations, Now on the north coast of the Monterey Bay at Santa Crug I've been getting 
terrific Uavaiian reception this season, but no Alaska or Japan. This morniis, Néver- 
ber 10, ve had our first rain of the season and I've found this is good for TP recep+an 
tion so I tried for the Japanese you listed on Page 6 of the November 1 bulletin.
